For tyres , tubes and repair materials , Form AID - 285 to be executed by the 
supplier . If the supplier indicates on Form AID - 285 that he is not also the pro 
ducer of the Commodity , he shall submit an additional Form AID - 285 executed 
by the producer of the commodity and attach thereto an invoice executed by the 
producer covering the identical goods for which the supplier seeks payment."
